8.—The 
second of four colonies which have 
been contemplated at East haven, the 
northeastern Indiana asylum for the 
insane, near here, will be establish­ 
ed some time this week with twenty- 
five men forming the colony. 
The first colony, 
which is 
the 
fourth or fifth of its kind 
in 
the 
United States and the first in Indiana 
lias been in operation .successfully 
for a year. 
The colony consists of 
eleven men. 
These men live in a 
building north of the old Easthaven 
farm without attendants. 
Under the supervision of an over­ 
seer and his wife, 900 bushels of 
wheat were raised and 100 tons of 
bay cut. 
More garden 
truck 
was 
raised than the colony could 
use. 
The men were picked from the in­ 
sane hospital with their mental as 
well as physical qualifications 
in 
mind, so there are no guards watch­ 
ing them at any time, and they are 
not locked in at nights. 
The old farm of 330 acres is be­ 
ing farmed as usual. The new tract 
of land wliieh consists of more than 
400 acres, condemned in 1913 by the 
state and purchased for the advan­ 
tages it gives in trying out the colony 
plan, will soon be based in the same 
scale of efficiency in farming. 
D. \Y. Scott, farming superintend­ 
ent, lias charge of. the entire ffaian, 
which amounts to little short or 800 
acres. 
He believes that the asylum 
can become nearer self-supporting 
under the plan now pursued than any 
other class of institution for reten­ 
tion. 
The new colony will be established 
in the abandoned school house 011 the 
new land. The building lias been im­ 
proved and remodeled and has ac­ 
commodations 
for 
about 
thirty 
people. 
Twenty-five picked men will 
occupy it in about a week. 
Some of the men will be assigned 
to early morning farm chores. Others 
have teams to care for, while others 
feed hogs, some milk cows and some 
help with the cooking. 
All are ex­ 
pected to take part in the general 
farm work in the summer. 
During 
the winter they will cut a quanitv of 
wood. 
Not only is more than enough gar­ 
den truck raised for the colony, but 
it m a k e s its own lard, slaughtering 
hogs, and otherwise does away with 
the necessity of purchasing. 
At Easthaven proper there are al­ 
most 900 patients. About 1,100 per­ 
sons are fed at each meal. 
This in­ 
cludes attendants.

Paris as a great French victory. The 
newspapers make much of it and de­ 
tail at great length how the Germans 
after coming within sight of the cap­ 
ital, turned aside. 
Some profess to 
blame officials for having abandoned 
the city and declare that the govern­ 
ment should he moved hack. 
The war office takes no such rose­ 
ate view. 
On the contrary it is ac­ 
cepted that the action of the German 
right means the invaders are play­ 
ing a waiting game. 
They were not 
in force strong enough to make any 
real impression on the French forti­ 
fications and they have 
taken up 
position to the east 
of Paris where 
they art1 waiting the outcome of the 
struggle in other parts of the war 
zone, meanwhile recuperating from 
the effect of their 
record 
breaking 
advance from the north. 
The extreme right 
wing of 
the 
Germans is west of La Ferete-Sous- 
Jouarre and slightly to the north of 
that point, 
converging ' southeast 
across the Marne river to the Grand 
Morin, a tributary of 
the 
Harm*. 
Meanwhile the army of General Von 
Buelow which occupied Rheims on 
Saturday is moving to effect a ju n c­ 
ture with the right wing. The other 


a r m i e s in force which came through 
the gap at Senav are opposing a very 
large French army whichwasmassed

They are also

from Metz and which are striking at 
the foula gap.

The city continues tranquil. Min­ 
ister of war Millerand after a con­ 
ference with the president expressed 
the opinion that the situation showed 
a gradual improvement, he declared 
that up to the present every offensive 
movement of the Germans has been 
foreseen and methods adopted to rob 
it of its effectiveness. 
It is officially denied that there has 
been anv sweeping change of officers 
at the front. 
A number of changes 
have been made and it is admitted 
that some of the general in command 
hae been relieved and assigned to 
other duties because of their failure 
to grasp the situations as they have 
developed. 
But this was anticipated 
at the opening of hostilities as was 
shown by the adoption of a new 
resolution permitting the assignment 
of officers at will without regard to 
enioritv.

duties in practically all schedules. In 
fact the new law was drawn with ex­

Had duties

as 
they were fixed in the Payne-Aid rich 
law, importations might fall off as 
they have been, owing to the war, 
and still the loss 
to 
the 
treasury 
would have been much less than it 
now is. 
Mr. Wilson’s implied claim 
that no part of the loss is due to the 
new tariff law, can not conceal the 
fact, and is insincere.

The address show­ 
ed the earm arks of evasiveness, and 
a want of conviction. 
But, the con­ 
dition being what it is, it should he 
relieved by appropriate and 
prompt 
legislation.

London, (By Mail to New York) 
Sept. 8.— In the great arena of the 
Olympia that monstrous stadium in 
Kensington where only a few weeks 
ago the Freddie Welsh-W illie Ritchie 
and Gunboat Smith-George Uarpen- 
tier prize fights were held strange 
scenes are being enacted daily now. 
Rome two hundred old 
men 
and 
youths- ranging all the way in age 
from ‘20 to 60—every afternoon at 
a set hour go through odd 
antics 
such as running up and down the 
arena, jumping, rolling on the ground 
and other like stunts. 
These youths 
and men are Germans —held prisoner 
by the government of England. Their 
strange antics are the only exercise 
they are allowed to take for a little 
while each afternoon. 
A thin line of 
Irish Guards., grim, silent, khaki- 
clad men, stand guard while the Ger­ 
mans go through their 
daily 
exer­ 
cise. 


The 
Olympia was seized by the 
government 
without 
a 
“ by 
your 
leave’* or a notice of any sort. 
Offi­ 
cials decided it was just the place 
they needed and they occupied it 
without further ado. 
The German prisoners who are be­ 
ing held there are men who have been 
taken from German 
merchantmen, 
German residents 
of England and 
German 
“floaters” who it i> feared 
are spies in the employ of the Kaiser. 


F r i e n d s of the prisoners,by special 
permission, have been able to make it 
a little easier for them. 
They have 
provided them with bedsteads and 
cots, clean linen and other such con­ 
veniences. 
Barbers, hut only Eng­ 
lish barbers, no German, are perm itt­ 
ed to 
perform 
ablutions. 
Then 
breakfast is served the same as in 
barracks— coffee and 
bread 
and 
baeon, or sausage or ham and eggs. 
At midday hot meat and vegetables 
or a stew or a steak pudding, and in 
the evening bread and butter and tea 
and jam, as much as they want form 
the menus. 
All expense is borne by the gov- j 
ernment. 
Mineral 
water 
or 
any I 
other non-intoxicating drink may be 
sent the prisoners by friends or it j 
will be purchased for them if they 
have the funds. 
The prisoners can-1 
not have knives or razors or an y ­ 


thing with which they might infiict 


damage. 
Smoking is allowed only at 


a certain period. 


Plenty of newspapers and m aga­ 


zines are supplied by the government 


and several of the prisoners have 
decks of cards, which they use to 
while away the many weary hours. 


Many of the prisoners who have 
been residents of England for years 
but who have taken out naturaliza­ 
tion papers have been able to secure 
their freedom. 
English friends have 
interceded for 
them. 
They 
were 
taken before the arm y ollioers in 
charge at the Olympia and closely 
questioned with regard to their feel­ 
ings for their native country. 
Those 
who have been able to convince the 
officers by their testimony and (he 
pledges of their English friends, that 
they hear a love for their adopted 
country, have been allowed to 
go 
free. 


It is a very motley assortment <>f 
prisoners. 
Many clerks and traders, 
unable to prove their innocence* are 
forced to lie by the side of wretch­ 
ed ruffians and outcasts. 


The English officers feel sorry for 
the better class of prisoners but they 
are powerless to help them. 
They 
are forced by the terms of war to 
hold them a s prisoners if they can­ 
not prove they have no relations with 
their native country. 


The crews of 
captured German 
merchantmen art1 a sullen lot. 
They 
do not mingle with anyone else in the 
“prison.” 
Holding aloof by them­ 
selves they converse in 
low tones, 
mostly talking about 
what 
their 
fate will be.

London, Sept. 8.— In the English 
parliament there is a party of men 
w ho at the first sign of hope that 
gleams through the war cloud, will 
turn to the United States. 


Francis Neilson is one of the mem­ 
bers <>f a group in parliament who 
believe England must fight with all 
her might a s long a s fighting is ab­ 
solutely necessary but that she ought 
to seek peace at the first honorable 
moment. 
Neilson said to me: 


“ It ought not to be the thought in 
America that the overtures of P re­ 
sident \\ilson have fallen on deal 
ears in this country. 
It hope the day 
will come when his influence in the 
m atter will 
be 
felt 
throughout 
Europe. 
It is a pity that the example 
he set in Mexico— one of patience 
and deep understanding— h a s 
n o t 
been followed in Europe. 


“Do you think the crux of decid­ 
ing the European conflict may fall 


011 W ilson?” was asked. 


“ I think it is quite possible/* he 
replied. 
“ Wilson introduced m oral­ 
ity into statesm anship and the time 
is at hand when the people will turn 
to the man who realizes that there 
is not much morality to be gained 
from expediency. 
I was particularly 
struck with the point of view 
of 
your president as it was expressed in 
an interview with him 
which 
was 
published in one of your weeklies. 
In this interview the president em­ 
phasized this new and welcome vision 
in his Mexican policy. 
He is right 
and all of the Democratic leaders in 
Europe know he is right. 
All of the 
people in any country want is justice. 
He put his linger on the sore in Mex­ 
ico when he touched the land ques­ 
tion. 
It is the land question that lies 
at the bottom of all our troubles in 
Europe. 
Just as Wilson sees it in 
Mexico, so we see it here. 
It is the 
few land owners of Europe 
who 
make up the ruling class that sup­ 


plies the 
diplomats,the 
militarists, 
the armament makers, 
devise 
the 
laws, administer the laws and can, 
as we see now, bring a 
continent, 
within a few d a y s time into a eontlag- 
ration whose glare glitters over the 
whole world. 


“ Why should not the United S t a t e s 
be asked to settle the European e<m- 
llict? 
The United S t a t e s is made lip 
of Germans and 
Englishmen 
and 
Frenchmen and Russians and Aus­ 
trian s and Serv ians and all the other 
people who are fighting or are likely 
to fight in Europe. 


“Of course, England is in it now, 
and this nation is fighting for its 
very existence. 
We must win, now 
we are committed and everyone must 
exert his energy to bring this war to 
a speedy conclusion. 
It is however, 
a bitter pill for many of us to s w a l ­ 


low, that we should he ho entangled 


a s to assist Russia 
in 
gaining 
a 
greater influence in Europe. 
Any­ 
way, European diplomacy must go 
and the people must have a chance 
in international affairs after this.” 


Francis Neilson has been a mem­ 
ber of parliament since 1910. 
Born in 1867, he went to America 
in 1885 and in 1887 was known as a 
critic and 
author. 
He 
travelled 
through the United States, Canada, 
Mexico and Europe, was a jo u rn a­ 
list and returned to England in 1897. 
He was 
editor of the 
Democratic 
monthly, is a lecturer on single tax, 
and president of the English league 
for the taxation 
of 
land 
values. 
Neilson is also editor of many books 
and pamphlets on the land questions 
taxation, free trade and socialism.

It was the latter who was sent to 
Vienna by the late Pope Pius bear­ 
ing a personal letter from the pontiff 
to Emperor Francis Joseph, begging 
that the aged monarch of Austria 
avert war.

meantime war 
was declared and Europe was plung­ 
ed into the conflict which broke the 
pope’s heart and hastened his death.

Vandyke of New York 


ACTS 
AS 
THEIR 
GAURDIAN 


Estimated That he Has Turned Over 


to Uncle Sam no Less Than 


30.000 Men 


BY CARLTON TEN EYCK 
(Written for United Press.) 
New York, Sept. 8.— The “ Father 
of the Army” is a title that could 
aptly he applied to Herbert Vandyke 
a kindly-appearing, middle aged man 
who in the past thirty-one years has 
turned over 30,000 
young men 
to 
Uncle Sam to train his army and 
navy. He is to be found on the four­ 
th floor of an office building at No. 
3. Park Row. 
The word “Invest­ 
ments” on the door of his office tells 
what his regular business is 
but 
gives no hint of his recreation, which 
is the supplying of young men to the 
lighting forces of the United States. 
Vandyke acts as 
guardian 
for 
minors who want to enlist in 
the 
army or navy and who have no par­ 
ents or guardians to furnish the nec­ 
essary bond of $250. 
In 
the 
past 
thirty-one years Vandyke 
himself 
estimates that he 
has 
acted 
as 
guardian for 
more 
than 
30,000 
youngsters. 
He does not have to 
furnish the bond required by the sur­ 
rogate as in his case it is always 
waived. 
Just how it came that Vandyke 
has acted as official sponsor for so 
many youths and why it is that he 
doesn’t have to furnish a bond as 
others would is interesting. 
Van­ 
dyke doesn’t like to talk about it. 
He says that he dislikes the public­ 
ity, that he has always acted from 
patriotic motives. 
He has never re­ 
ceived a cent for what he has done, 
although he has often spent money 


out of his own pocket. 
He declares 
that he has never expected any re- 
compense and does not want any. 


Back in 1883. Vandyke was sitting 
in the office of Daniel G. Rollins, then 
surrogate of New York. 
The guard­ 
ian elerk was also fitting there, talk­ 
ing with a sad-faced, poorly dress­ 
ed hoy. 


“This is a pretty hard case,” said 
the guardian clerk, turning to Van­ 
dyke. 
“This boy wants to go into 
the navy. 
His parents are dead and 
he has no relatives to go on his bond. 
He is a likely looking youngster and 
crazy to enlist. 
I wish something 
could be done for him.” 


Vandyke became 
interested 
at 
once. After talking with the boy he 
told the surrogate that 
the 
bond 
ought to be 
waived. 
He 
said 
he 
would sponsor for the boy. The sur­ 
rogate consented and Vandyke thus 
began his career as a guardian for 
youths entering the army and navy. 


“Since I have been 
acting 
as 
guardian for tlie hoys, I have 
had 
some peculiar 
experiences,” 
Van­ 
dyke said. “ If I had known what it 
was going to lead to T never would 
have taken it up. 
But after I once 
got started in it 1 hated to give it 
up and so 1 never did. 
In all these 
years not more than 
twenty boys 
who failed to do their duty. 
I keep 
a record of all the boys that 1 act 
as guardian for. 
Then alter they 
enter either the navy or army the 
officers keep me advised as to their 
conduct. 


“I formerly had a complete record 
of all the hoys but I lost it in a fire 
some years ago. 
Since then I have 
been keeping track of them by a card 
index system. 
Whenever 1 receive 
a report on a boy I just jot it down 
on his card and so I always know 
what he is doing. 
I have learned 
that the navy or army either one is 
a mighty good place for a youngster 
who 
has 
no 
home. 
He 
receives 
training there that he would get no­ 
where else and he lives well. 
The 
officers never abuse any of the hoys. 
On the contrary there is the closest 
relationship between the officers and 
the men. 


“The boys as a rule are very ap­ 
preciative for what I do for them. 
1 get lots of letters from them and 
when they visit New York they al­ 
ways come to see me. 
I had one 
curious experience. 
A boy of 
12, 


fqgging a grip nearly as big as him­ 
self, walked into my office one day. 
He had been to the recruiting station 
and they had sent him to me. 
He 
told me that he wanted to enlist 
in 
the navy. 
He said that he lived in 
Massachusetts and that his father 
had sent him to New York to join the 
navy. I later learned that was the 
only falsehood he had told me. 
I 
got his mother’s name and address 
from him and then got him a place 
to stay over night. 
T told him 
to 
come back up to the office next day 
and I would see what I could do for 
him. 


“In the meantime 
I wired 
his 


mother and she started for 
New 
York at once. She came to the office 
early in the morning and when the

Claude Simpson Writes of the 
Value of Drags on Highways 


A late issue of the Breeder’s Ga­ 
zette, 
the 
largest 
agricultural 
magazine 
published, 
contains 
an article on “Dragging and Beauti­ 
fying Highways” by Claude Simpson 
of Roswell New Mexico, 
formerly 
editor of the Daily Republican. Ac­ 
companying the article are some ex­ 
cellent illustrations showing the dif­ 
ference in a road in New Mexico a f ­ 
ter two years of dragging and tree 
planting. 
The article, which is very 
timely is especially 
applicable 
in 
Rush county, is as follows: 


Seventy-five farmers have solved 
the good roads problem in an eastern 
New Mexico community. 
A 
little 
work, much pride and very much co­ 
operation turned the trick. 


Three years ago the roads were 
raw prairie, two years ago they were 
graded roads, one 
year 
ago 
they 
were a series of chuck 
holes 
and 
bumps, today they are boulevards. A 
little work, systematic and at 
the 
right time, has brought this about. 


The condition of the soil is such 
that with much travel it packs into 
a hardened 
roadbed. 
The 
infre­ 
quent rains in that section where the 
only farming is by irrigation make 
mud a question that needs little a t­ 
tention. 
The whole problem practi­ 
cally is to keep the roads smooth. 
To do this it is necessary to work 
the roads immediately after 
each 
shower, which is usually 
once 
a 
month. In the beginning six or eight 
teams were hired to put the 25 miles 
of roads in shape after the 
rains. 
This was soon found to be impracti­ 
cal, because of the impossibility of 
covering all the distance before the 
ground became too hard. 
Then a 
farmer here and there took bis team 
and worked a half-mile of the road 
near his farm, usually the half-mile 
he used most. This helped, so far a^ 
it went, but it did not go far enough. 


As the community settled up. more 
automobiles came, and a s more auto­ 
mobiles came more farmers wanted 
them, and as more farmers got them 
the more they noticed the bumps and 
chuckholes. 
One or two of the lead­ 
ing spirits sent out a distress call 
and they got together. 
They did a 
little figuring and proved to them­ 
selves that a few hours' work would 
save enough wear and tear on their 
automobiles, wagons and buggies to 
pay them well for their time. 
This 
was the dollar side of it. 
The other 
was the fact that they are success­ 
ful farmers from the north east who 
like to boast of good roads. 
They 
took a map of the roads and planned 
their work so that each man was to 
be responsible for a certain stretch 
of roadway. 
No man has enough to 
make it burdensome, or to give him 
any excuse for not getting it done at 
the right time when it is needed. 


The first rain came and half of the 
farmers turned out with their teams 
and farm drags. 
Half of the roads 
were put in fine condition and the 
other half at once became 
more 
noticeable for their roughness be­ 
cause of the good surrounding roads. 
The next time more fanners were 
out. and there 
were 
fewer 
bad 
stretches. 
Each time more of them 
came out. 
Now a streteh 
of bad 
road in the community causes as 
rnueli comment as n smallpox flag, 
and turns as many visitors and sight 
seers a way. 
Nobody has to argue, 
with his neighbor and coax him t<> 
drag “the roads, 
lie does it now in 
self-defense. 
A light roaddrag will accomplish 
about as much a s any other tool for 
smoothing these roads. 
It is mere­ 
ly a question of smothing down the 
bumps and tilling in the holes. 
The 
county road board has taken notice, 
and to show its appreciation of the 
work the f a r m e r s are doing has put. 
at their disposal steel 
drags 
and 
scraper on the rare occasions when 
these 
are 
necessary. 
But 
these 
farmers were 
not 
satisfied 
with 
quality; they wanted beauty nothing

The northern 
man misses nothing 
else in the southwest so much as 
trees. 
It is almost invariably nec­ 
essary to have irrigation 
ditches 
along the fence lines, so without ex­ 
tra labor they are growing shade 
trees along the drives. 
The only ex­ 
pense is the original cost of the tree, 
about 25 cents each, and the labor 
of planting, which will not exceed 5 
cents a tree. North Carolina poplars 
and elms are being used for the most 
part, planted alternately. 
While the 
Carolina poplar will not make a per­ 
manent, satisfactory tree 
it is a 
rapid grower. 
The trees are planted 
about a rod apart, so that when the 
elms are large enough the poplars 
can be cut down, leaving the elms 32 
feet apart. 
The trees are making a 
splendid growth and have done more 
toward transforming the community 
than any improvement made on the 
farms themselves. 
They 
will 
im­ 
prove in beauty with age. 


The idea of planting shade trees 
along the drives did not originate 
with the community, as the 
people 
had a wonderful object lesson a few 
miles away in an older section of the 
country. 
Several years ago the first 
farmers 
found 
the 
cottonwoods 
would grow readily from cuttings, it 
placed along the irrigation ditches. 
The irrigation ditches ran along the 
roadsides, and consequently the cut­ 
tings went along tin* roadsides. 
To­ 
day these same roads are beauti­ 
fully shaded with large cottonwood 
trees, which, although ill-shaped and 
too close together, are a wonderful 
asset, so long as they last. 
Cotton­ 
woods are not satisfactory perman­ 
ent trees, nor were 
they 
planted 
systematically. 
The people in the 
new community have improved this 
accidental idea and planted 
good 
trees, the right distance apart and 
systematically. 
, 


So thoroughly has the spirit of co­ 
operation permeated the lives of these 
people that they have now started a 
movement to plant trees along the 
drives where the property owners 
themselves have for one reason or 
another failed to do 
it. 
Unsightly 
grasses and weeds along the fences 
and at the 
roadsides 
have 
been 
worrying these people. 
The roads 
are good, the trees are attractive, 
and there has been a 15-foot strip 
on each side of the graded roadbed 
which has seemed out of harmony. 
They talked this over and have solv­ 
ed the problem. 
Here again was an 
“accidental” idea. 
When the roads 
were first built along the section and 
lmlf-section lines three years ago 
a short strip of road ran through an 
alfalfa field. The roadbed was grad­ 
ed, and the 15-foot strip on 
each 
side remained alfalfa. 
Although it 
lias had no attention or care since 
then it is still good alfalfa, green, 
in vigorous growth, attractive and 
free from weeds. It is in fact estab­ 
lished. 


Alfalfa then was the answer. 
The 
plant grows readily there and 
is 
easily started. 
Once it gets a fair 
start it takes hard work to kill it, 
and weeds soon give up hope, so 
hardy is this plant. 
Fields planted 
fifteen years ago are yielding 
as 
heavily as they ever have. 
Farmers 
are now plowing the land at the side 
of the roads and sowing alfalfa. 
It 
is some trouble and expense to get. 
it started, but they believe the re­ 
turns will pay them 
well for 
their 
trouble, although they are not doing 
it for profit. 
The farmers’ wives 
had kept quiet about all this good 
work, as long as they could, and now 
they are taking a hand. 
There was 
just one thing lacking, they told their 
husbands, and that was roses. 
The 
result is they have planted climbing 
roses and some honeysuckles along 
the fences. 
There are nearly five 
miles of these roses now and more 
are being planted each year. 
While 
they are not large enough yet to 
make a big showing, they are grow­ 
ing nicely and beginning to reach 
to the top of the fences. 
Like the 
shade trees it is another step for 
the future. 
These people are now 
looking for something else they can 
do to make this a 
real 
community 
in which to live, and at frequent in­ 
tervals they meet at the farm houses 
and talk over these and similar prob­ 


lems. 


The roads in the community have 


all been named 
and 
neat 
name 
boards have been placed at 
each 
crossroads. 
The 
landowners 
are 
naming their farms and placing the 
name plates over the front gates. 
And a 
little work, much pride, and 
very 
rnueli co-operation have done 
all this.

that the German governor lias for­ 
bidden any of the Belgian inhabi­ 
tants to leave their houses for the 
next three days.

ant movement of 
German 
troops 
eastward through Belgium is beginn- 
ing. 
Belgian secret agents report the 
Germans are greatly troubled over 
the failure of Austria to hold the 


R u s s i a n s in the east. 
It had been 
expected Austria would prevent any 
general Russian adance for at least 
seven weeks but it is now admitted 
the Austrian army has been practi­ 
cally annihilated. 
The railroads through Belgium are 
now guarded by German marines and 
by sailors of the regular naval re­ 
serve. 
This is construed here to 
mean that the last German strength 
is now in the field. 
It is considered 
likely the warships have been stripp­ 
ed of their marines.

by Governor Ralston in a speech de­ 
dicating the new d a y county court 
house 
at

week. 
The governor did not 
use 
those 
words but he did propose a “legis­ 
lative com m ission” 
com posed 
o f 
three men not members o f the gener­ 
al assem bly whose duty it would bo 
to see that the work o f the legis­ 
lature w as done in an orderly and in­ 
telligent manner. 
It 
is 
supposed 
that the governor's recom m endations 
came as the result o f the reelations 


of the scandals in connection with 
the work of the 
last 
Dem ocratic 


legislature. 
It was suggested in local political 
circles today that in event the gover­ 


n o r’s recommendation w as enacted 
into a law that the first “legislative 
com m ission” should be made up o f 
('raw ford Fairbanks, Tom Taggart 
and Donn Roberts. 
It was explain­ 
ed that these men, because o f their 
long experience in m anaging Dem o­ 
cratic legislatures, would 
be 
the 
logical men to name as members of 
the governor’s first legislative com ­ 
m ission o f 
“board o f guardians for 
the legislature.” 
If it w as decided 
that the membership of this com m it­ 
tee he increased to six, the nam es of 
Joe Bell, Homer L. Cook and Ber­ 
nard Korblv, 
all o f whom have had 
more or less legislative experience, 


could ho added as members. 
“From this suggestion it is to be 


inferred that Governor R alston is 


a bit slow ” observed a leading M ar­ 
ion county Democrat? today who is 
fighting the 
machine 
Dem ocratic 
ticket. 
“ Don’t he know that the last 
two Indiana legislatures were run by 


a few men who were not 
members? 
Don’t he know that Tom Taggart, 
Crawford 
Fairbanks 
and 
Donn 
Roberts managed, directed and con­ 


trolled that body the record o f which 
is the greatest disgrace in the sta te’s 
history. 
R alston's suggestion is the 
m ost 
m onstrous 
ever made 
by 


an Indiana executive. 
A com mission to do aw ay with a 
legislative body! 
Why 
not 
then 
abolish the 
legislature 
and 
save 
thousands V JMlars if a board is to 
do the work o f iliis constitutional 
body. 
I cannot understand how a 
governor o f the state could 
e\eii 
think of such a 
thing let 
alone 
recommending 
its enactm ent into 
law. 
In effect R alston’s suggestion 
amounts to an adm ission that under 
a Democratic adm inistration added 


checks must be provided for a hun­ 
gry horde of Democratic politicans. 


He needed not worry, however, as the 
next legislature will ho Republican. 
It was also suggested that p os­ 
sibly the governor had in mind the 
creation o f three more fat and ex ­ 
pensive offices to hand out to wards 
of the Fairbands-Taggart machine. 


It had been supposed that it was 
the duty of the .$(>,000 a year legal 
clerk to the governor to carefully ex ­ 
amine the work of theleigislature and 


see that it w as done in a proper m an­ 
ner. 
The two form er governors of 
Indiana— M athews and Mount 
had 
no high priced legal clerk s at their 
command but history does not record 
the fact that any legislature during 
their adm inistrations ever did such 


work as the 1913 legislature 
under 
the adm inistration o f Ralston. 
No 
law s were written fnto the statute 
books without being passed by tIn 
legislature during their occupancy of 
the governor’s office and they never 
felt the need o f the “legislative com ­ 
m ission” that governor Ralston now 
thinks is so necessary to the state’s 


w elfare.

Ostend Dispatch Says Noted German 


Aviator Was Executed as Spy 


in Berlin Sunday. 


(By United Press.) 


London, England, September 8.— 
Following the destruction o f Lou­ 
vain the report from Ostend that llu* 
Germans have destroyed Dinant a f­ 
ter first shooting 
several 
hundred 
male inhabitants alleged 
to 
have 
fired at the German troops in the 
city, has aroused another waev of 
intense indignation against German 
war methods. 


The newspapers call upon the a l­ 
lies to serve notice on Germany that 
reprisals will be reported to “if this 
cam paign o f terrorizing vandalism is 
to be continued.” 


The reports here say the Germans 
executed all of the prominent citi­ 
zens o f the town, including M. Hum­ 
bert, owner o f a big factory who was 
slain in the presence o f his w ife and 
children. 
The Germans alleged that citizens 
had fired 011 them from the heights 
about the city. 
They then drove all 
o f the inhabitants out, shot many of 
the men was exam ples took the gold 
from the branch o f the N ational Bank 
and burned the business section. The 
official war bureau has no confirm a­ 
tion o f the affair which is reported 
in news agency dispatches from Os­ 
tend but all o f the London new spa­ 
pers accept it as true. 
Dinant was 
a town o f 8,000, fifteen miles south 
of Namur, and dated hack to the 
sixth century. 
A news agency dispatch from Os­ 
tend says it is reported there that the 
noted German aviator Herr 
Hirth 
w as executed as a spy in Berlin on 
Sunday, it having been 
discovered 
that he had been in com munication 
with Roland Garros, the French avi­ 
ator. 
There is no confirmation here.
